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Preface 


For creating musical interest in the youthful mind, the Harmonica 
occupies a position quite unique among other instruments. Its easy 
manipulation, combined with its accurate scale and agreeable tones, 


promotes an irresistible desire to play. 


The method of instruction in this book, will enable the student 
to master the Harmonica in the shortest possible time. There are no 
music notes to study or memorize, you actually play tunes from the 


very beginning, by a simplified system anyone can understand. 


The Harmonica also lends itself well, to playing with other instru- 
ments, such as the Piano-Violin-Guitar-Ukulele etc. Included in this 
book, are several arrangements for ensemble playing with these 


instruments. 
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SELECTING AN INSTRUMENT 


There are various types of harmonics available to meet each perform- 
ers needs. The instructions in this book apply to all styles and shapes of 
harmonicas. 


A single reed harmonica is a favorite model among professional play- 
ers, the tones being produced by single reeds. The double reed instrument 
has two reeds for each note. 


Harmonicas are also made in different keys, ranging from ‘'G’’ up to 
“F’, The instrument in “G” is a low pitch model, while the one in “F” 
-is very high. Between these two, the harmonica in “C’’ is a popular and . 
convenient model. 


PLAYING INSTRUCTIONS 


Hold the harmonica in the left hand, between the thumb and index 
finger, with the No. 1 or low tone hole to the left, as illustrated above. 
Next place the harmonica in the mouth, so that the lips cover only the 
first four holes on the left side. Then press the tongue against the first three 
holes, within the area covered by the lips, so that these tones will be 
stopped when blown and only the air hole No. 4 will sound. 


Skillful management of the tongue is the secret of good harmonica 
playing. The lips cover four holes but the tongue stops the tones of the 
three air holes to the left of the tone to be produced. 


On the following page will be found complete instruction for play- 


ing the scale, study this carefully before attempting to play the tunes 
which follow. 


PLAYING THE SCALE 


The OVAL line surrounding four holes, represents the position of the lips. 
The dark spaces enclosed in this OVAL line, indicate the holes to be covered 
by the tongue. 


Blow “DO” Draw “RE” 


Blow into the 4th hole 
for the note. DO 

Draw through the same 
hole for the note. RE 


Blow into the 5th hole 
for the note. MI 

Draw through the same 
hole for the note FA 


Blow “SOL” Draw “DA” 


Blow into the 6th hole 
for thenote SOL, 

Draw through the same 
hole for the note. LA 


Draw “SI” Blow “DO” 
j Draw through the 7th 
hole for the note . SI 
Blow into the same hole 
for the note DO 
This last “DO” is an octave 
higher than the first “DO.” 


In the tunes which follow, each hole is marked with its proper figure for 
producing the melody. The letter B above a figure means to blow, and the 
letter D signifies to draw. 


PROFESSIONAL EFFECT 
(Vibrato) 


The vibrato is a beautiful effect, which greatly enhances the tone of 
the harmonica. It can be easily perfected with but a few minutes practice, 
simply cup the right hand to that of the left, palm to palm as illustrated. 
This forms a sort of air chamber which, when the right hand is moved 
in a open and closing motion produces the vibrato.

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16 HARMONICA COMBINED WITH 
STRING INSTRUMENTS 


A very beautiful effect is dbtained when the Harmonica is ac- 
companied by either Tenor Banjo,Guitar or Ukulele. Inall such 
combinations the Harmonica takes the solo, while the other in- 
strument plays chords for the accompaniment. 

Before playing in unison, the string instrument must be tuned 
to harmonize with the Harmonica. The general plan for tuning de- 
scribed here, is employed when the Harmonica is in C, but with 
a slight modification it can be applied to all Harmonicas. 

If a TENOR BANJO is used, tune the C string to“DO”as pro- 
duced by the 4th hole on the Harmonica. After that, tune the oth- 
er strings from the C string in the usual manner, without refering 
to the Harmonica. In tuning the C string, the actual pitch will be 
an octave lower than “DO” on the Harmonica, but this offers no dif- 
ficulty in recognizing the correct tone, 

For GUITAR the most convenient method is to tune theG string 
to“SOL?} as produced by the 3rd hole on the Harmonica, This G 
will also be an octave lower on the GUITAR, and after it is tuned, 
the other strings can easily be adjusted. 

When the UKULELE is employed, the D string should be tuned 
to RE” as produced by drawing through the 4th holeon Harmon- 
ica, after which the other sjrings can be tuned in the regular man- 
ner, 
In the tunes which follow, the names of the chords to be played 
on the string instrument, are shown under the Harmonica part. 
The in a circle, means to play the C chord. signifies the 


F chord. @ indicates the G dominant 7th chord, while @ means 
the C dominant 7th chord. A dash after a letter means to repeat 
the same chord, 
As a help to the string player, all chords for his instrument 
are pictured in diagrams on the last four pages of this book,
